The COIN or counter-insurgency club was 
initiated two years ago by Major Ashton M. 
Haynes who had just finished a tour of duty 
in Vietnam. He started this voluntary group 
as a training method to teach interested MT 
3’s and 4’s the basics of unconventional 
warfare. His contact in Vietnam gave him 
invaluable aid in training the cadets. Maj. 
Haynes in his training courses has had his 
boys repel from the bluffs over the Missis- 
sippi River, attack the cadet corps while on 
bivouac, and just go out on special trips on 
their own. Each interested MT 3 or 4 must 
first pass a battery of physical examinations 
which weed out ones that are too weak to
